WHITE  BLOSSOM  (Melilotus  alba).  This 
is  by  far  the  most  popular  biennial  variety.

The  most  important  factors  in  producing 
good  Seed  Corn  are  breeding  and  selecting  to 
obtain  high  yielding,  sound,  disease-free  corn. 
Second  only  to  this  comes  the  question  of  dry¬ 
ing-  the  seed.  As  soon  as  the  corn  is  mature 
enough  and  before  any  hard  frosts  have  in¬ 
jured  it  for  seed,  it  is  picked  and  hauled  from 
the  field  and  taken  to  our  large  corn  drying 
rooms  on  the  top  floor  of  the  seed  house.  It 
is  hung  in  racks,  such  as  you  see  in  the  ac¬ 
companying  picture,  no  two  ears  touching. 
All  corn  is  hung  within  a  few  hours  after 
it  is  picked. 

Our  method  of  drying  is  expensive,  but  it  is 
worth  it. 

Our  method  of  drying  is  an  expensive  meth¬ 
od  that  requires  ample  space  and  dries  out 


the  corn  naturally.  Do  not  confuse  our  meth¬ 
od  with  kiln  driers,  which  dry  corn  in  from 
twenty-four  to  forty-eight  hours.  The  seed 
house  is  equipped  with  a  large  hot-air  heating 
plant  with  pipes  for  carrying  the  warm  dry 
air  to  every  part  of  the  building.  The  heating 
plant  has  a  large,  electrically  driven  blower, 
which  will  change  all  the  air  in  the  building 
every  few  minutes.  As  soon  as  we  start  to 
hang  the  corn  in  the  fall,  the  many  windows 
are  opened,  and  the  furnace  and  the  blower 
are  started,  so  that  a  constant  flow  of  warm 
dry  air  is  circulating  through  the  corn  all 
the  time.  This  dries  it  thoroughly,  yet  not 
so  fast  as  to  injure  the  germination.  A  proof 
of  our  drying  facilities  is  the  fact  that  all 
our  corn  is  in  shape  to  ship  December  1st,  at 
this  writing.

SILVER  KING — This  is  one  of  the  most  use¬ 
ful  varieties  ever  originated,  and  is  without 
question  the  best  white  corn  for  Northern 
Iowa,  Southern  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin.  It 
is  a  big  yielder  and  an  excellent  corn  for  the 
silo  because  of  its  leafiness  and  heavy  growth 
of  fodder.

Reid's  Yellow  Dent  is 
the  ideal  corn  where  it  can  be  safely  grown, 
but  it  is  too  late  for  any  place  north  of  the 
north  Iowa  line. 

MINNESOTA  13 — This  variety  was  orig¬ 
inated  and  disseminated  by  the  Minnesota 
Agricultural  Colege.  It  is  one  of  the  first 
of  the  early  varieties  that  made  corn  grow¬ 
ing  profitable  much  farther  north  than  it  had 
been  previously  grown.  The  ears  have  14  to 
IS  rows  of  bright  yellow  kernels  of  medium 
depth.  The  ears  average  8  inches  in  length, 
and  are  frequently  borne  two  on  a  stalk.  Due 
to  their  leafiness,  the  stalks  furnish  a  great 
deal  of  fodder,  and  the  corn  is  w'ell  adapted 
to  hogging  off.  This  is  one  of  the  best  90- 
day  maturing  corns  on  the  market,  and  v'e 
especially  recommend  it  for  late  planting. 

HYBRID  931 — The  results  of  official  yield 
tests  made  during  season  1932  in  Palo  Alto 
County,  Hybrid  931  outyielded  open  pollinated 
varieties  from  7%  to  26%  bushels  per  acre.

FLINT  CORN — The  flint  type  of  corn  is  very 
popular  in  the  northern  states  and  Canada. 
It  will  mature  in  75  to  80  days,  and  will  make 
a  crop  under  unfavorable  conditions.  Many 
plant  a  small  field  of  this  to  hog  down  because 
when  planted  early,  it  can  be  hogged  down 
several  weeks  before  any  dent  is  ready.

Stalks  are  medium  in  height,  and  the 
ears  are  about  3%  feet  from  the  ground.  The 
ears  average  from  8  to  9y2  inches  in  length, 
and  are  covered  from  butt  to  tip.  The  ker¬ 
nels  are  deep,  fairly  broad,  and  contain  a 
large  percentage  of  protein  and  verv  l'ttle 
starch.
